Lord hartvGuffered to be, and men of divers & different ptinciples 
have borne Rule in the Landevenſuch ashave been contrary tminded one 
ro another, & ſome of qne-ſort have beenpulled down,and others contra- 
ry to them have been'ſer up in the Nation, yer notwithſtanding they 
have always feit the wrath of the Wicked upon them ; and all ſorts have 
perſecured ther, and this only kath been their Portion in rhe Land, from 
all thar have had power : Homwevet they have diſagreed amongſt them- 
ſelves in points of Government, in Church and State, and ſought the de- 
firution ane ſortof another, yer 1n this they have agreed , and been of 
One heag gnd minde, j£0 PerſecutE, Tmpriſon, and deale Violently with -

Firſt ſoit was the third day of the Month aforeſaid, being the firft day! 
of the week there was a Meeting at the Bull and Mouth ( the aſnal place 
ndtimeM their meeting) and the people being peaceably /itting together 
16aitins upon the Lord, to feel the vertus of hu Life and Power and 
preſence amongſt them, as at other rimes, while ſo waiting verween the 
honresof Ten andEleven inthe Morning, came vielemtly ruſhing 1nto the 
meeting, aparty of Seuldiers. Commanded by a Perſou'Whoſe qual:ties his 
Neighbours can tell you of, ad ©is name may be mentioned tn ſeaſonable 
tim? , hecame int» the Merting with his ſward drawn and hu party 
ſome of them; in the like manner, who fell on to beat and abuſe the poor In- 
macent people in avery violent and ſhameful way , with their Canes inthe 
exe hand and ſwords drawn in the other, xeither ſparing Age nor Sex but 
la'd on with what force and ſtrength they could, marching up the Men- 
ing 0n this wiſe, and makyng themſelves way by beating and kicking, and 
hurling the people &n heaps , and puſhing of them with the e14: of their 
Mugkets - and weapons, aud a certainperſon being declaring + \"r fear of 
the Lord among the people to the edefying of rheir Souls, 2 Souldieys 
r.4nviolently upon hime and with much force pul'd him down, aud cryed fe> 
cure him; and alſo continued tohale and beat the people, crying begone be- 
gore, Nickuaming, and ſcorning, and threatning, aud ſwetring and ery1ng 
Fire ac thetn ; And thus they continued for about two hovres; in the moſ 
cruel and abuſive marner as may be named, laying on upanthe hen and 
ſhoulders, andfaceiof rhe people, with their ſwords and St1ves aud buts of 
Muckets,and haling them out of the dvors, and many went away ſore brut(= 
ed and the people never reh ſting them, nor uſing many words toward; them, 
ouly one perſon aiked the Seuldiers in theſe wards , do ye know ſaid he.) 
whoſe wo:k ye area doing, andore Seuldier anſwered iy theſe word, with 
an Oath, He fer hs part (erved the Devil , and tis work he would do : 
f fo when they had wearied themſelves with ſtriking, and halinug, and kick- 
” ang in manner as declared. they took away one man and forre women, and 
guarded them away to Newgate, wheye the Goaloy received them without 
either Warrant or /Mittin91t; , and there they ſtaid ſome hours, and then 
were led a'vay before Major General Brown whoſe E xamination of them 
was mach lihe that of athers , of whom ye have former heard: And the 
Young mau (being a 003d (ervant , and well belovedof his Maſter who 
was xot a Quaker) was ſent ts Bridwell, where he was ernelly tormented 
for divers days being forced to ſtand inthe Manacles to hu grevieus pain , 
at that time alſo there were rwo more of þis freinds in the ſame place, put 
there only for being at a meerrng';who had been forced to ftand inthe ſame 
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manner for many days Fl ſich rat they were both taken with Sickzeſs,

and the one of them at that very RA. was nigh D eath in appearance, aud 
tre Mafer ( who leved his good and honeſt ſervant well and was us Quia- 
ker) made application to Sir Richard Brown to have his ſervant releaſed 
ſing his Siclieſ ar an Argument thereunto , to which the mercileſs man 
replied, Ler him dyc like a Rogue as he is, ſuch like wrds; Ard after 
ſore Examination the foure women alſo were ſent bach to Newgate, where 
they remained till the Seſſions , andthen were Indifted for being at an un- 

lawful Tamultuons Aſſembly, &c, As tt was ſaid, and they were Tryed, 

«1d Fined cath one a certain ſums, 

The prſt day following the people kept their Meeting at the ſame place , 
according as they wſe to ds, and whes they were gathered together , and a 
perſon beirg moved to ſpeak, to thems inthe fear of the Lord, Incomes a 
party of Souldtersrnfhing and r10ting, with a noyſe of Swords and Armour, 
and crying to the people be gone what ds you here, and wenr up tothe place 
where the perſon that was ſpeaking ſtood, and pulled bing down and baked 
him with violence and tooke him away to Newgate with a Guard of Soul- 
azers ,vhere he remained ſome weeks The 12.13 and 14 days of the Month 
the Seſſions were held at Old Bayly,cowhicb place divers Companies of the 
Q: aku: ſometime 12. and ſometime 20, together were led and balled as 
great Malif aitors before their Bench, and as they paſſed the people cryed 
Ah what woinl diys are theſe, that ſuch honeſt people with ſuch good 
Countenances ſhould be halled up and dewn to Courts and Pciſens ? 
whar pitty it is? cryed they ; well being ſer to the Bar, like Theives and 
Robbers, a Inry was called ( (ach perſons ye muſt krow as would well ſute 
the 11922 And de their intended buſineſs, deale hardly with the poor people, 
as indeed it proved 1n the reſult of the matter ) And the Indiit ments being 
read, and — es heard, then the Priſoners were ached what they had te 
[ay for their defence,to which many of the Priſoners auſwered, and plead- 
ed both Law and Reaſon, and made ſome exceptions agairft the Witneſſe?, 
who were the very men that had themſelves Illegally apprehended the per- 
ſens, and were the very partyes againff the Pri = , and yet werecalled 
to be Witneſſes too; and there was ſuch ftammering and Contradittion 1 
their own months, made the behelders hiſſe at them, ſometimes 8. ſome- 
time 10.of the Priſoner: called in a Company, and for the moſt part it was 
the man that commanded the party of Souldiers that beat them, and abuſed 
them, and apprehended them as ye have heard, who was called to ſuear 
and Evidence againſt the very ſame perſons whom he had ſtruck and hal- 

led with his party of Souldiers 1n manner as aforeſaid; and though the 
Priſener: did juſt ly except againſt the Witneſſes as being parties and. the 
perſons that had Violated the Law themſelves and ſuch like, jet nonoice 
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of this would be takgn by the Conrt , nay though one witneſs ſuidonr thing 
and ſaid contrary to the ſame thing in ore breath , yet no notice would be 
raken , but all paſſed as right evidence, and when the Indge aiked ons 
witneſs (that was the only witneſs for there was none but he againff 10, 
perſons) ate you certaine {aid the Judge , that theſe are the perſons 
that ye took at that Meeting ? The Witneſs replied, My Lord faidhe 
1 do not know the faces ofthe men. b:t rheſe mens names I have in a 
Nore here : Well all this paſſed as currant , both with Court ard Iury 
(Indge je what men the Iary were made up of ) and all was taken as veri- 
ty ard wſt of the Priſoners were takenfrom the Rar , and nt ſuffered ta 

eak ther minds in defeuce of their Cauſe, but halied rudely away by the 
Goalors, And ty ſuch binde of proceedings, were the Priſoners brourht in 
Cuil.v 224 Seutenced by the Court ſo much Fine , ſome ahundred Marks , 
ad ſoniet»enty pound, and ſome leſs, and all commutted ts Priſoa till pay- 
ent, 'nd arver: of the Priſoners were not tryed at all, for n1 man wiuld 
appear to accuſe them, nor Witneſs ag aimſt them yet were they nat diſchargs 
ed oy the Court as 14 Inſtice thez onoht to have been, but were ſent back tg 
Priſon again, 

All this Month and for two Months before the Priſcns abont the City, 
eſpecially Neweate, have been full of theſe Priſozers far all this Sum- 
mer time , aud many together thronged up in narro» ſtinking holes and 
ot permitted to have Aire, but ſo ſtraightned for room that n:auy great 
7Inconveniences have befallen them , and dangerous ſichneſſes and dijcaſes 
bave come upon many, 1ſomuch that divers have fallen fich of d;gcyons 
Fevours, and ſome been reſtored again, and Eight or 7 er of the Priſouers 
have layd down the body, even for a Teſtimony again their Per ſecutors , 
whoſe blood will be accounted one day, tmthenumbcr of Innocents) aud ace 
cording to the Iudgements of many, evez ſome 5f ihe ltry menih at ſat up- 
oz: the dead brdyes,were of that Iudgement, that the very 6c: a5ox of theiy 
Sickneſs, was the ftraightneſs and noyſomne(: of the Priſins , bei; fg ſo hot 
and in ſuch throngs , that they had not room: ts Iye down all at once, which 
have occaſioned the Death of divers hineſt men, and for (ome!inze every 
day ſome fell ich aud two two were carried totheir Gras: e: tore:h er roms 
Newgate, which made the people cry ont of the cyuc!ty of ſuch proceedings, 
that honeſt men (ſhould bf. their lives in Priſons , and be borne ava; by 


zwo and two together tn one week,, which made the beholder: afton:fned, ad 
thi: ts obſervable, that the moſt of the perſons that dyed upsx their death- 
bed: cryed out of the craelty of the. Rulers, and that a Tertible Gay'is at 
hand upon them, a day of Vengeance upon the wicked, and deſired all 
their f:iends to be faithful , and ſach like words were in their mouchs

About the 19. 20. dayes of the mmth , the Seſfisns were held aga's at 
Old Bayley, to which place it was ſuppoſedthat more of the Pri ſoners would 
have beea brought 1n order t9 + al, for many remained full nitried but no- 
thing was laid to their charge as yet; for ſome of them were newer before any 
Magiſtrate, but takenout of Meetings by Tude Souldiers as ye have heard , 
and gnarded away to Newgate, axd never had to examination nw commit- 
ted by any crvil Officer,but not one of the priſoners were called that Seſſions : 
About thu time there was a Seſſtons at Hickſes Hall for the C ounty of 
Middleſex, where divers of the people called Quakers were brought » for 
there was then iz; new priſon (the Goal for that County) about 5o perſons 
of the [11d peojle, who at divers times had been taken out of ſeveral! mee- 
tings inthe county , and moſt of them commutted by the Lienterazt of the 
Tower ; and ſome of them had laid in that priſon three months and never 
called to any tryal before this time ; and divers perſans werethey called and 
inditted for being at unlawful Meetings Fc. and only ſeen of them were 
ft :ed .6of them 6 pounds A piece, and one 1; toy pomnalt, ana {ent to New- 
gate there ro continue till payment, Azudthe 27 dar of the 198th. the Se - 
{cons were kept again at Hickſes Hall, towbich place all the whole cormpa- 
xy of Prifoners were called , before the Berch above fo: ty tn number, ard 
only called over, and ſone queſt tons asked them ard all diſcharged by the 
Court, only five excepted, who were ſeat to Newgate as excepted perſons , 
and the ai [charged perſons ſent back to Priſon again, aad kept there for fees 
abent five du, card then all let goe forth at their Liberty, 

The occaling of their Releaſe was ou theswiſe ;, There being about two 
bund-c4 :f the [aid people at divers tines taken out of therr meetings and 
commute: 'yto the Goals for Lordan and Midcleſes as ye have how , 
And the King having Informasion aud knogledgeof the ſame (as is ſup- 
poſed by (ume of the Magiftrates of the City )he was pleaſed{whether upon 
any Applications made to hims by ſome of them for what end I know net \n1pon 
the occa on of the Queens firſt coming to Whitehall , being a day and 
tinee of Re '91cing with ttm for that reaſon to ſend a Letter to the Mater 
and Magiftrates, jignifying, That whereas divers perſons going under 
the name of Quakers andothers of ſepzration, were impriſoned for be. 
ing at unlaw'nl Meetings,yert did profeſs all obedience ro him,& it was 
hoped thar for the time to come ſome of the ſaid pzople, would Con» 
$991 chemſeſres,anpd upon the occaſion of his Royal Copſorts firſtcom+ 
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ing to his Dallace at Whitcha!, he wonld have them to diſcharge and 
enlargeall che ſaid pzople our of the Goals of Lexdox and Middleſex , 
excepting ſuch as had bzen InatAed tor refnfing the Oath of Alle- 
glance or w2re Ringleaders or Preachers among!i them, This was the 
very purport of the Letter, according to which all, ſaving a few Perſons 
excepted were diſcharged in a few days after, only by the Goalvr of New- 
exte thoſe that were in his Priſon, were kept by him about five days for 
fees, as before 1s ſaid concerning the Goaloy of Nw-Priſon, till at laſt 
the Sheriffe in perſon went ro Newgate the 28th, day of the Month, and 
what diſcourſe as fell out between hins , and the head Goalor Ihyow not, 
only I heard ſome word: of croſeaeſs was b:tween them about the buſineſs , 
the Goalors denyed to let thens forth till they had payd their fees, but the 
Sheriff would have them forth accordingly he cauſedthe doors to be opened, 
and the Priſozers were called over and all that were committed by Siy 
Richard Brown he ſet at free liber:y,except oxly about ſix that were excep= 
ted by the Maior and the Court, accorsing to the Kings Letter , ſo that at 
this time the Goales of London, ard Niddleſex, are almoſt clear of the 
Qiakers, ſaving about twelveremaining. | 
But the Emvy of ſome men agaiaft this people was not now at an exd , 
though the Kings Clemency and favor was extended tewards theme in Re- 
leaſing of theme, for the 234. day of tke Month the very day of Publication 
ef the Kino Letter, John Boulton, Iſack Gray, and John Crook, the 3, 
perſons that were Indifted, and Sentenced into a Premunire, and had their 
Eſtates ſeized upon immediately after ſentexce,as ye have heard heretofore, 
were ſet free by the Goalor,and went out of the Priſon,all looking upon them- 
ſelves diſcharge 1 per four, and were Altually delivered by the Goaloy hine- 
(elf, nowithſtanding twe days after the Goalers Servants fetched two of 
thers into Priſon again, only ]. Crook was gone into the Country aud could 
»ot be fonnd,the bottoms of which buſineſs, nor the reaſon of it cannot yet be 
ound out but many do cry ont at the Iniuſtice of it, that men ſhould be dee 
livered ot of Priſos by the Goalor himſelf & within two days ſend bis Ser- 
wants to take up men again legally delivered, aud hurried them into Priſon, 
where they are yet detained: Alſo the 24th.day of the Month the very next 
day after the publication of the Kings Letter being the firſt day of the 
Week there was a Meeting, according as it uſe to begin Wheeler ffreet, iytg 
which meeting, when the people were quietly wayting upon the Lord in came 
ruſhing ſome Officers and violently abuſed ſome and took away about nine 
perſons, and brought then before a Tuflice of Peace, and they were commit- 
red ts New Priſon and kept twelve days and then ſet at liberty, alſe the 
ame day inthe Ev exing Sir Richard Brown ( ſome of his Milutary Offers
